Prospects of oil drilling opera- 


tions m Lancaster county mo\ed a 
step nearer Saturday with the ar- 
rrval in the city of the head of 
two Oklahoma drilling concerns to 
look over the field and announce- 
ment of representatives of Smith 
and Kniseley, who are secunng 
leases for the proposed tests, that 
they exnected to have all of the 
leases needed, signed 
within the 
next few days( 
Carl Zellei. of Oklahoma City, 


head of the town oil drilling con- 
cern, arrived in Lincoln Saturday 
morning for a brief im estigation of 
the field. 
He 'announced Saturday morning 
that if local geologists had infor- 
mation sufficient to warrant fur- 
ther investigation, he would send 
his own geologist 
to Lincoln to 


study the structure of the area east 
of Lincoln, preparatory to submit- 
ting a bid for the drilling contract. 
Dr. G. E Condra, director of the 


conservation and survey division of 
the state, and 33. J. Burkett, attor- 
ney in charge of efforts to secure 
the leases for the area east of Lin- 
coln, were among those consulted 
by Zeller during his stay in the 
city. 


Before leaving, he informed Dr. 


Condra that he would send his own 
geologist to Lincoln to examine the 
possible oil field more completely. 
Dr. Condra refused to comment on 
the oil possibilities or the reasons 
behind the Oklahoma City man's 
apparently final decision to send a 
geologist here. 
Mr. Zeller has two acti\e wells 


drilled by his company m Okla- 
homa City at the present time, he 
told Dr. Condra. He is also engaged 
in several other drilling operations 
but is anxious to utilize tools which 
are how inoperative, he said. 


He advised Dr. Condra that if 
his own geologist felt the field uar- 
rap'ed a test, he would plan to 
come into the field prepared to 
carry on a broad development of 
the entire area under lease. 
Nearly 10,000 acres will be leased 
as to oil lights. E. J. Burkett. an- 
nounced Saturday afternoon. Most 
of the leases desired by the com-" 
pany prepared to operate near Lin- 
coln have already been secured, he 
said.

•WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(U. P.) 


—Final revision of its prohibition 
report occupied President Hoover's 
law enforcement commission today 
as that body brought the major part 
of its labor to an end. 


Only six members of the commis- 


sion remained here, but the com- 
mission communicated by telephone 
with several of the other five mem- 
bers who were out of town. It was 
understood their final approval was 
being sought on the prohibition re- 
port. 


Staff cxpei ts of the commission 


were busy editing, correcting and 
and revising the linal draft of the 
document which will be placed in 
President Hoover's hands next week. 
A meeting of the commission has 
been called for Wednesday and the 
report may be delayed until after 
that day. 


Separate Opinions by Member*. 
It is understood the report will be 
an exceedingly lengthy document 
The report will be unanimous as to 
its mam iealuiei. but each irember 
will add a separate opinion on as- 
pects of the problem that particu- 
larly interests him. 
Current law enforcement methods 


will be exhaustively analyzed by the 
repoit, which will devote consider- 
able attention also to lawless acts of 
prohibition officials. 


When the report has been deliv- 


ered to the white house, most of the 
members will return to their homes 
while the work of their sub-commit- 
tee is being completed by staff work- 
ers. Sessions of the commission will 
be held from time to time as the 
various committee reports are com- 
pleted through the spring. All 
be published by July 1.

directors, including Frances I- du- 
Pont. described as a member of the 
wealthy duPont family, be removed, 
enjoined against carrying out their 
duties, and compelled to give an 
accounting. 


Charge Stock Corner. 


The stockholders charged Parish 
and his associates formed Frank P. 
Parish & Co, which dealt in the 
pipe line company's stock, to ob- 
tain "secret and added profits" on 
the New York stock exchange and 
Chicago curb, both of which listed 
the stock. 


The stock's price was doubled. ,it 


•<yas alleged, through 
misleading 


statements and propaganda 
about 
the parent company and its subsi- 
diaries, through "big names," such 
as tliat of duPont to inspire pub- 
lic confidence, and by declaring 
dividends not warranted by business 
conditions. An expenditure of $651,- 
000 "for political purposes'' was 
charged. 
Contracts for sale of the stock 


made prior to the market drive 
and heavy commissions added to 
the "secret profits,'' the stockhold- 
ers declared, were obtained in the 
alleged corner, -which was asserted 
to be have ended when Parish 
withdrew his support.

IMPROVED TONE 


Spectacular Bond Price 


Recovery Obscures 
Firmness in Stocks. 


Pronounced Improvement 


In Many Lines of 
Industry is Noted.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10— (INS) — 


The first week of the new year has 
brought with 
it 
pronounced im- 


provement, in many lines of indus- 
try, as well as imparting a more 
cheerful 
sentiment 
in 
financial 


quarter* generally. While it must 
be remembered that much of the 
betterment is merely of a seasonal 
character and brought about by the 
natural rebound from an abnorm- 
ally deilatca level of activity in the 
closing weeks of 1930, it neverthe- 
less has restored a good part of the 
waning confidence that character- 
ized various periods of unsettlement 
during the past year. 


An important factor contributing 


to a more optimistic background in 
business and finance has been the 
improved tone 
in 
the financial 


markets. Obscuring the firmness in 
stocks was the rather spectacular 
recovery ir bond prices. Within a 
period of three weeks, the averages 
of a number of high-grade raHroad 
bonds haie bettered their 1930 
high with an advance of some four 
points. Second grade railroad bonds 
which were the weakest sectiorT of 
the market during the 
October- 


December decline, have recovered 
about 5'4 points, or to within a 
Npomt of 1930 highs. 


According to well-informed ob- 


servers, this recovery is important 
since it gives indisputable evidence 
of the fundamental soundness of 
the general credit situation. It is 
also significant 
as an indication 
that recent panic pressure on the 
banks has subsided. Recent declines 
in commercial 
loans, rediscounts 


and the amount of money in circu- 
lation point to the same conclusion. 


Price Advances Held. 


While tha stock market has failed 
to make any appreciable progress 
toward higher levels in the past 
week, it nevertheless has been able 
to hold its advances in good style. 
Trading has quieted down consid- 
erably, with the feature of the per- 
iod being the further sharp upturn 
in Quotations of rail stocks, as con- 
trasted with the sluggishness of in- 
dustrials and utilities. The decrease 
in brokers" loans to a new low rec- 
ord despite the advance in prices 
has been pointed to as an indica- 
tion of an accumulating market, al- 
though this opinion is not shared 
by all. 
Steel operations have risen ap- 


preciably from the low point of "the 
holiday shutdown period. The Iron 
Age has placed the industry at 40 
per cent of capacity, with indica- 
tiqns pointing to a further increase 
over the balance of this month. De- 
mands have risen in various dist- 
ricts, with automobile manufactur- 
ers a n d 
railroads contributing 


largsly to the 
higher volume of 
business. Prices have also developed 
further firmness, which is regarded 
as of paiticular significance, since 
in the past this development has 
frequently marked the turning point 
for the better. 
The shsro increase 
in unfilled 


orders of the U. S. Steel corpora- 
tion 
durintr 
December, totalling 


303.960 tons was fully up to expec- 
tations, and marks the largest 
monthly expansion m some time. 
The volume of unfilled orders •as of 
December 31. was 
3.943,596 tons, 


compared with 4.417.198 at the end 
of 1929, and with 3,976,712 at the 
close of 1928. 
Copper Price Declines. 


The commodity price 
situation 


fails to share in the general im- 
provement. The price of the copper 
metal has 
again declined to ten 
cents a pound, as buying lagged at 


the 10'z cent level of the previous 
week. Silver has fallen to a new 
purchasing power of a considerable 
all-time low record, affecting the 
part of the world. In addition to 
this, we have the latest report of 
the department of agriculture which 
discloses that the general level of 
farm prict-n dropped below the pre- 
war level on December 15 for the 
first time in fifteen years. The in- 
dex number on that date was at 
97. or 6 points lower than a month 
earlier, 38 points lower than in De- 
cember. 1929, and the lowest level 
since September, 1915. 


Another basic industry which has 


failed to make any comeback is the 
construction field. The F. W. Dodge 
corporation reports 
a decline of 


$66,432,600 in new building and en- 
gineering construction in the thirty 
seven states east of the Rocky moun- 
tains in December, from the corres- 
ponding 1930 month. For the en- 
tire vear of 1930, new construction 
in the same area showed a decline 
of $1,227.175.900. The 1930 total was 
$4,523,614,600 as against $5,750,790,- 
500 lor 1929. 


Grain Undertone Weak. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10—(INS)—The 


general grain list showed a weak 
undertone during trading on the 
Chicago board of trade today. Old 
crop deliveries of wheat were an 
exception and held firm. 


Corn led the downturn with fur- 


ther heavy unloading toy Jongs on 
continued favorable weather condi- 
tions ovei* the belt. Outside interest 
was light and demand from other 
sources poor. July whe?t opened 
easier in line with weak cables, but 
pressure was not very heavy and a 
fair sized recovery later 
resulted. 


Continued dry weather over the 
belt tended to steady the new crop 
del very. Old crop futures of wheat 
weie up on buying that was said 
to be for foreign account.

wheat trading which has followed 
stabilization operations and a re- 
sultant increase of interest in the 
corn market, officials of the board 
of trade declared 


•July wheat moved within a range 


of 3c during the week. The market 
showed signs of losing its buying 
impetus on small advances, and also 
became rather easilv congested on 
the declines. 
Steadiness 
in 
the 


Winnipeg market and continued dry 
conditions over the winter wheat 
belt gave bulls a working margin. 
Bears were assisted 
by persistent 


weakness in corn and weakness in 
the Liverpool and Buenos Aires 
markets. 
The latter market espe- 


ciaily was disappointing in view of 
excess rains which is interfering 
with harvesting and threshing. 


Old crop deliveries of wheat were 


in good demand, some of the buy- 
ing being credited to foreign houses. 


May Lead Program

•(U PJ—A serious riot started here 
late today when police guards pre- 
vented a meeting of communists 
called for the Plaza, the famous 
downtown park of Spanish 'days in 
Los Angeles.

Fights started between police and 


groups of men and women. The 
grapplers spread over several blocks 
with hundreds of milling people 
struggling in front of the post- 
office. 


A Japanese climbed the side of 
a building across the street from 
the postoffice and shouted a tirade, 
demanding the release of what he 
called political prisoners. Detective 
Lieut. Harry A. Wellpog ran to 
silence the Japanese. 
Friends of the Japanese rushed 


the officer and a hand to hand 
fight developed. Wellpog received 
a bloody nose. Other officers were 
rushing to his assistance when J. 
B Moline, a bank manager, ap- 
peared and fired two charges into 
the air from a shotgun. 
Apparently believing police were 


opening fire on them, many of the 
demonstrators ran down connect- 
ing streets. 
Calls were sent to central station 
lor more men. Three autos from 
the detective bureau took the of- 
ficers to the district. 
Moline said he saw the Japanese 


climb the side of the bank and 
fearing that a bad situation might 
arise ran out of the bank and fired 
the gun. 
Bergt. John F. Snyder of the 


motorcycle squad, who went to 
Wellpog's assistance when the as- 
sault on the officer began, suffered 
a black eye when one demon- 
strator struck him. 
Planned Mass Meeting-. 


When the demonstration broke 


out, participants rushed 
forward 


and threw hundreds of red and 
green cards into the air. The cards 
announced a mass meeting for 7:30 
tonight at the Walker auditorium 
called for the purpose of demand- 
ing the release of Tom Mooney 
Warren Billings and other "political 
prisoners." 
Shortly 
after 
the first battle 


broke out, about 150 women anc 
children, i who 
carried 
banners 


bearing the inscription, "Free po- 
litical prisoners," 
marched 
from 


the city hall to First and Main 
streets. 
A squad of officers charged the 


group and started it east on First 
street. The communists sang the 
Rusian national anthem. A crowd

House Moves to Break 
Deadlock Over $15,000,- 


000 Food Loans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10— (UP) — 


John Barton Payne, chairman of 
the American Red Cross, today 
urged President Hoover to issue an 
appeal to the nation for a special 
$10.000,000 relief fund. 
Payne's appeal had not yet been 


announced when republican lead- 
ers in the house took action to 
break the deadlock over drouth re- 
lief, which has been held up all 
week. Under the new plan, a spe- 
cial rule will be devised by which 
the $45,000,000 relief bill, with the 
senate's $15.000,000 amendment for 
human food, can be seht to con- 
ference without unanimous consent. 


Representative F. H. LaGuardia, 


republican, New York, 
has pre- 


vented a conference since Monday 
by insistence of inclusion of food 
relief for poor city dwellers. Under 
the proposed spec'ial rule, LaGuar- 
dia's objection will be of no avail. 
In asking the president to ap- 


peal for $10.000,000 more for emer- 
gency relief. Judge Payne reported 
that demands 01 the original $5,- 
000000 Red Cross relief fund had 
increased' during the past ten. days 
to such an extent that more money 
had become absolutely necessary. 
It was 'indicated in other 
sources 


the money was wanted for work in 
rural districts. 
Increased Demands From South. 
Payne said the increased demands 


were coming particularly 
f r o m 


Arkansas and Kentucky. It was the 
"food riots" in Arkansas that led 
to the deadlock over the drouth re- 
lief bill, following senate adoption 
of the amendment providing human 
food as proposed Monday bv Sen- 
ator Caraway, democrat. Arkansas. 


Payne said the new calls for re- 


lief included not only requests for 
food to alleviate human suffering, 
but also appeals for livestock feed. 
•'For the first time in history, for 


the Red Cross, we have been com- 
pelled to advance money to furnish 
feed for cattle and ether livestock, 
he said after his conference with 
j£.

Rescuers Reach Goal.

safe the tunnel which had been

They had been confined in their 


damp, dark prison. 800 feet under- 
ground, for twenty-three hours.

Dirt and Rock Tumble. 


The miners, members of the night 


shift, were entrapped when tons of 
dirt and rock, loosened by the rec- 
ent rains, tumbled down last nignt 
and blocked their only exit. 
The cave-in occurred in the same 


tunnel where last July 12 men lost 
their live-; in an explosion. 


A scene of great rejoicing took 


place at the mouth of the bore as 
announcement was made to rela- 
tives and friends that they had 
been reached. 
Rescue squadi labored feverishly 


hour 
after 
hour today and the 


trapped men dug at their side of 
the dirt barrier to help their rescue 
alorig. 


Rescuers Run Into Rock. 


The work was temporarily halted 


when after boring through seven- 
teen feet of the massed clay, the 
rescuers ran into huge rocks. 


But they carefully dug 'around 


these, so as not to loosen any more 
of the light-hanging mud, and 
finally opened a way through which 
the twenty endangered men crawled 
to freedom. 


Their lives probably were saved 


in the first place by the quick 
action of Welby Morgan, a nozzle- 
man, who tossed a steel pipe along 
the floor of the tunnel when, he 
heard the creaking of the timbers 
•indicating that a. cave-in was com- 
ing.- 


Through this pipe food and hot 


coffee, In special containers were 
delivered last night and today. 


And,

small aperture to stave off asphyxi- 
ation.

Constitutionality of 


Tuberculosis Testing 
Also To Be Decided. 


Constitutionality of the state law 


providing for sterilization of feeble- 
minded inmates of state institu- 
tions before permitting their re- 
lease will be -rgued before the Su- 
preme court Thursday, January 22. 
The Supreme court-call for the 
week of January 19 was issued Sat- 
urday. 
The test case is the appeal of 
Frank Clayton, inmate of the Beat- 
rice institution, from an order re- 
quiring that he be sterilized before 
being paroled or discharged from 
the institution. His counsel has 
attacked the law as unconstitu- 
tional, claiming -it an unreasonable 
interference with human rights. The 
st*te defends the law as necessary 
to the public welfare. 


The court during the week will 
also hear a new case testing con- 
stitutionality of the 1927 act of the 
legislature providing for establish- 
ment of tuberculosis testing 
for cattle. The case is the state's 
appeal. The Cedar county District 
court refused to grant an injunc- 
tion 
restraining Louis Knudtsen 


from interfering witn the state test- 
ing his cattle. 


Knudtsen contends that the law 
is unconstitutional because it dele- 
gates legislative power to petition- 
ers within counties. The tubercu-

March are the most hazardous :n 
the lives of winter birds, conserva- 
tion departments of many of the 
northern states, Boy Scouts, 4-H 
clubs, Izaak ".Valton leagues, school':

The depart- 
ment encourages, shelter feeding in 
as near the natural haunts of the 
birds as possible, suggesting the te- 
pee or lean-to type with shelled 
grains scattered within. The bulle- 
iin also discourages the attempting 
to entice the birds into the farm 
yard due to disease that may oe 
contracted from the domestic fowl 
situated there.

Gerald P. Nye, rpublican, North Da 
l:ota, in a radio address tonight, re 
viewed revelations before the senat 
campaign funds investigation com 
mittee. 


He named only Pennsylvania in 
his attack of abuses disclosed, bu 
thinly disguised his references tc 
other states. Particularly in the lat- 
ter category was his reference tc 
Nebraska and the exposure of activ- 
ities of Robert H. Lucas, executive 
director of the republican nationa 
committee there, against Senator 
Norris, republican insurgent, he 
.said: 


"That men who resort to unfair 
tactics in politics are not proud of 
their activities is perhaps best re- 
vealed by the campaign waged in 
another state in our union last year 
'In this state money was available 


to make it difficult for the voters of 
the state to honestly express them- 
selves at the polls. This money was 
used to bring out candidates with 
like names against candidates whom 
the so-called bosses were endeavor- 
ing to eliminate. 


Hits Power Companies. 


"Power companies, ifi the same 


campaign, were initiating measures 
worded m such a manner as to make 
it difficult to distinguish them from 
other measures which had been in- 
troduced, all to the end that the 
voter could not freely and honestly 
express himself upon issues which 
were presented for election. 


•'Here you found men making con- 
tributions in the names of others, 
rather than permit the records to 
show that they were parties to the 
efforts being made to destroy and 
defeat men who had not pleased 
them by their records. In this same 
campaign was found a man (Lucas) 
entrusted with the. directorship of 
the affairs of a great national party 
entering propaganda into the cam- 
paign in juch a manner as to con- 
ceal who was truly responsible for 
the vicious and unwarranted kind 
of literature distributed. All of these 
things—the deceit, the conniving 
and the shameful work, done be- 
cause money was available to defeat 
a candidate who has not pleased the 
would-be bfsses." 


Nye characterized as conduct un- 
becoming of men, standards that 
permit money to play the part iii 
state campaigns as disclosed by^his 
committee. 


Large Contributions Invite 


Corruption. 


"Large contributions invite cor- 
ruption," he said. "Corruption can- 
not exist without the 
money to 
spend." 
He made these recommendations: 


A tightening up of the primary and 
election laws; stricter limitation of 
expenditures

a. m.. E. S T.). For some unknown 
reason, the machine capsized and 
sank almost immediately. The crew 
was rescued. 
Balbo lost five men scon after the 
hopoff 
from Baloama when two 


planes crashed into the sea. Dis- 
cussing the tragedy. Balbo said he 
had counted on losing three of his 
twelve planes when the expedition 
was first organized. 
The squadron leader now plans to 
hop off for Bahia with his remain- 
ing eleven planes at 7:30 a. in- to- 
morrow.

Both President and Aid 


Resign Under Lash 


Of Charges. 


'WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—CUP)— 


A tale of murder, torture and op 
pression 
visited 
upon 
ignoran 


blacks by their native rulers, was 
unfolded before the civilized world 
today in the report of an interna 
tional commission of inquiry into 
slavery in Liberia. 


The report was made public 


simultaneously by the American 
state department and the Leagm 
of Nations. It was prepared by a 
Liberian, a Britisher and an Amer- 
ican negro educator. Its revelation 
of atrocities in a land founded as 
a haven for freed American slaves 
has stimulated this government to 
demand that Liberia immediately 
put an end to all forms of involun- 
tary servitude. 


Although the commission found 
that "classic slavery"—slave mar- 
kets, professional slave dealers anc 
allied institutions—did not exist in 
Liberia, the timid and halting tes- 
timony of hundreds of natives was 
repleje with evidence of domestic 
slavery and "pawning." 


Relate Slave Horrors. 


These natives cold of raids on 
their villages by armed officials 
who 
gathered up hundreds of 
negroes, to ship to the Spanish 
island 
or - Fernando 
Po, 
from 


whence few returned; of forced 
work on jungle roads; of children 
being "pawned" for the debts of 
their elders; of extortion by offi- 
cials; of torture by fire; of whip- 
pings; of native necks broken by 
huge baskets of stone hoisted on 
their heads by road masters, and 
of the forced isolation of parents 
"rom their educated children. 


The commission 'made eighteen 


recommendations to improve con- 
ditions 
in 
Liberia. 
Outstanding 
ones were: 


1—That dishonest and corrupt 


district commissioners be Replaced 
by educated humanitarians recruit- 
ed from Europe and America. 


2—That pawning and domestic 


slavery in Liberia be made illegal, 
as a preliminary to total abolition. 


3—That shipment of labor to 


Fernando be abandoned. 


4—That American immigration 
encouraged. 


5—That a "open door" policy be 


substituted for the present ban on 
aliens. 


6—That education now confined 
to the "upper crust" be extended to 
all Liberians alike. 


7—That 
the 
barrier 
between 


civilized and uncivilized natives be 
broken. 


8—That Liberia's extensive road 


program, be curtailed. 


Liberia has accepted these recom- 


mendations "in principle" but the 
state department has insisted on 
more adequate and concrete guar- 
antees. The only definite proposal 
accepted so far has been resigna- 
tions as President King, and Vice 
president Yancy, against whom the 
report makes serious charges. 
The report absolves the Firestone

July, which will be remembered 
for the endless chain of 100 de- 
gree days, was the second hott»t 
month by its name m the city's 
life. The average temperature for 
July 1930,.was 83, exceeded only by 
the 85 degree mean of 1901. 
The year's average temperature 
might have been "the hottest in 
history, except for the frigid start 
of January, which had an average 
thermometer reading of only 14 de- 
grees above zero. This was the 
third lowest mean in 
forty-five 
years, and nine degrees below the 
average January temperature In 
Lincoln's history. 


Much Sunshine. 


There may have been depression 
during -the year too, but the records 
show that 1930 brought 5 per cent 
more average sunshine than Old 
Sol has produced daily over a 
period of twenty-six years in Lin- 
coln. In 1930, the city received an 
average of 68 per cent of the sun- 
shine possible under astronomic 
conditions each day. 
Reverting to precipitation, the 


exact total lor the year was only 
20.74 inches. 
The last time the 


gauge showed a smaller quantity, 
•which was in 1895. the total was 
16.38 
inches. Besides that famous 
year, only four others have gone 
below 1930's record.

The coldest day in the year wsu. 
January 17, with a minimum o 
16 degrees below zero. 
The greatest rainfall in any 2 


hour period was 2.88 inches fron 
8 o'clock the morning of Novembe 
19 to the same hour of Novem 
ber 20. 


The average hourly wind velocity 
was 8.9 mtles per hour. The montr 
of March was the windiest of th 
year, the average hourly velocit 
being 11.8 miles per hour, Augus 
was the meekest, with an averag 
wind speed of. only 6.5 m. p. h. 
The year produced only eigh 


days in which gales of 33 or mor 
miles per hour blew. The 34-yea 
average number of days per yea 
having such winds is 14.6. 
There were 45 thunderstorms in 
the year, with a maximum in on 
month being August 10.

FREE-WHEELING 


Believes Eventually Al 


Motor Cars Will Use 


Invention. 


The caveman was u savage, bir 
he appreciated comfort and. look- 
ing to nature for aid. he learnec 
to harness the only power available 
to him and adapt it to his purposes 
He made probably the greatest and 
most enduring invention of al 
time—the wheel—and thereby gave 
to the world the foundation for al" 
transportation, said Albert Russel 
Erskine, president of the Studebaker 
corporation, in a recent interview. 


It -was not until centuries later 


howevet that man began to under- 
stand pore fully some of nature's 
secrets. It was not until the nine- 
teenth century that he harnessed 
the natural forces residing in steam 
electricity and gas. He then made 
engines to turn wheels. But he 
geared the wheels to the engines 
in such a way that both had to 
work together and in unison— 
least in so far as the automobile 
was concerned. 


He failed to make use of the mo- 


mentum of a car. This form of 
energy remained unused by the au- 
tomobiles of the 
world for over 


thirty years. A billion dollars woulc 
not pay for the wasted gasoline and 
oil, and the shortened life of cars 
that might have been saved bj 
free-wheeling under positive gear 
control. 


Of course, modern man knew ol 


the-potential power and value of 
momentum; he had tried it out in 
the simpler form of conveyances 
such as the bicycle; but its adapta- 
tion to the more complicated motor 
car left him completely at sea. 


Free-wheeling, with positive gear 


control, cannot be too highly esti- 
mated. For the firsif time in the 
history of the internal combustion 
engine, momentum has been i^ 
leased from subjection to the engine 
that creates it, and put to work. 


It is interesting to speculate on 


the effect which free-wheeling will 
exert on the motor car of the fu- 
ture. It is .my belief that eventually 
all motor cars will have free-wheel- 
ing.

I heard recently that Billy Papke, Jr. was to fight Tiger 


Johnny Clina on a benefit card in San Francisco. That name 
stirred up memories of the time I went from New York up 
to Boston to see Billy Papke, the "Illinois Thunderbolt," 
make his first appearance in the east, fighting two men in 
one night because there was no one man good enough to 
give him a battle. In the west, Papke had already had his 
first fight with Stanley Ketchel, and the two probably were 
the best middleweights on record with the single exception 
of the greatest fighter of ail time, Bob Fitzsimmons. 


FinUhed Them Quickly. 
holding both hands out ready 
to 


That night in Boston. 
Papke 


knocked his two men out in a hur- 
ry, and laughed while he was doing 
it. They were good fighcine mid- 
dleweights too, and famous at that 
time for ring cunning and courage 
and hitting power. Papke knocked 
out Frank Mantell in one round 
and Johnny Carroll in two. 
Then he rushed down to New 


York and nearly killed Sailor Burkp. 
although the tough Sailor managed 
to stay the six rounds. And from 
there Papke went out to California 
and knocked out the sensational 
middleweight 
champion, 
Stanley 


Ketchel, in a desperate, ll_round 
battle. 
I saw the "Thunderbolt" in manv 


fights— and h^-. he could fight. So 
I went to San Srancisco a. couple 
of weeks ago, just b'efore .Christ- 
mas, to see Bill, Jr., perform 


Sons of Fighters. 
[ 


I've seen scores of these sons of 


fighters in the ring. Once in 
a 


xvhile there's a good one, but most 
of them lack the something that 
put their fathers in the champion- 
ship class. I thought 
young Billy 


Papke probably would be another 
fairly good boxer. He had won his 
first four or five fights with knock- 
outs. but he was only 13, and pef. 
haps they started him with very 
easy fights.

looked a year older than when 
I 


first saw him fighting many years 
ago. If he could fight like the old 
"Thunderbolt," it would be worth 
watching. 


In the other corner was Tiger 


Cline, more mature, experienced 
looking, confident. He had fought 
Mickey Walker only a couple 
of 


months or so before. This kid ought 
to be soft picking compared to the 
tough Mickey. 


The fight started. Billy Papke. 


Jr., went straight across the ring 
at his man. exactly the wav the 
old "Thunderbolt' used to fight. He 
even had the same peculiar trick 
or thrusting his head forward and 


block or punch. 


Had Crowd Whoopinf. 


And in the three minutes of that 


first round, Billy Jr., had the crowd 
whooping, just the way they used 
to whoop for the old "Thunderbolt." 
He knew his stuff. He fought with 
furious aggressiveness, but left no 
openings. He moved around that 
ring as if he'd been in there 50 
times—not five. Old Bill had taught 
his boy the game and had kept him 
out until he was ready. No novice 
here. 
At the end of the round, Clips 


was fighting desperately, but bad?/ 
dazed. I saw young Bill glance 
sideways at his father, down there 
at the ring edge, and box carefully 
instead of finishing with a rusn. 
Old Bill had signalled him to 
be 


cautious and not take chances with 
the more experienced fighter. 


Kayo In Second Round. 


But next round old Bill 
sent 


young Bill out to put 
over the 


knockout, and he did it without 
wasting time, yet with a deliberate 
skill that promises he will be a 
great finisher when he gets up 
among the big fellows. 


Billy Papke, Jr., 18. is about six 


feet tall and weighs 4.75 pounds, .tie 
is built well for fighting, at that 
weight, as his father was at the old 
championship limit of 158. And he 
will have his father's experience and 
advice behind him. He won't make 
the mistakes old Bill made, and 
most fighters make when they come 
up from nothing to a champion- 
ship and the adulation of the world 
of sport. 
In two years Bill, Jr., will weigh 


over 200. In three or four, if he Isn't 
pushed along too fast, he should 
be in there with somebody fighting 
for the heavyweight champion. And 
he won't be pushed along too fast. 
He's as neat a prospect for heavy. 
weight honors as I've seen in years. 


Different From Baer. 


An entirely different prospect is 


Max Baer. who lost his first New 
York fight to Ernie Schaaf, 
on 


points. This Baer is likely to upset 
a lot of them when he gets going. 
The Campbell affair in the west 
must have affected him, no matter 
how callous and hard he is sup- 
posed to be. 
When he dazed Schaaf with his 
blows, he laid back instead of fol- 
lowing up his advantage.

Herr Schmeling received it with

Chimney Swift 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


Do you know the chimney swift? 
Maybe you call it chimney swallow 
but it is not a swallow even if it 
does act like one. It is related to 
the nighthawk and whippoorwiU. 
Did you ever see it resting on 
anything, a tree or a wire as swal- 
lows do? No, neither did any one 
else. It does rest, howe»tr/ but does 
not perch. It hangs itseU up by its 
long sharp claws on the inside wall 
of a chimney and props its body 
against the bricks with the pointed 
quills of its tail feathers like a 
woodpecker does against a tree. 
Swift is a good name for these 
birds. Their wings are strong and 
longer than their- tails, and their 
bodies are small so that they can 
fly swiftly and keep on flying until 
they have gone miles around and 
around in circles or figure eights or 
any other way that they wish. Some 
have tried to tell how far swifts do 
fly in a day and have put it at two 
or three hundred miles. It 
is- 
thought that they and other buds 
cover much longer distances than 
fcat without resting when they 
travel 
from summer 
to 
winter 


homes or back again. Since we 
cannot travel with them it is not 
easy to say anything about this and 
» sure we are telling what is true. 
It is a good thing to think about 
'or we get some idea of what other 
creatures beside man can do. 
In color swifts are a smoky or 


«ooty black on the back and lighter 
below, not very different from what 
we would expect a chimney to look 
ike inside. In looking down a 
chimney there would be nothing in 
their color to help you to know that 
swifts were there. 


The nest is a small basket made 


of dead twigs loosely woven into 
the shape of a half of a small 
caucer. and fastened like a bracket 
o the inside -wall of a chimney. 
These litWe twigs arc glued together 
and the whole glued to the bricks 
with the bird's own saliva. Some 
think they gather limit ttce gum to 
help supply the glue bat no one 
seems to be sure about that. 
The birds gather the twigs by 
snapping them off -with their beaks 
as they Hy past the tree. The eggs 
re small and pure white, and the 
U-le birds live in these little 
racket-like nests until they are 
able to cling to the chimney or fly 
ut in the air. Sometimes a nest

Therefore, 
with a throw of 5-4, it would not 
be possible to move one of the two 
men In the opponent's inner table 
forward five points for that would 
land him on the oponent's 6-point, 
which is already covered. The man 
could, however, be moved forward 
four points, and then 
five more, 
passing over the occupied 6-point 
and resting on the 10-point in the 
outer table. 
It will be of assistance to the be- 
ginner to acquire the habit of 
thinking of his throw, not as a to- 
tal, but as two distinct units. For 
instance, on throwing 4-3, the skil- 
ful player instinctively looks first 
lor the best place to play a 4 and 
3; later, he considers tl\e play of a 
7. 


While » man may not rest on a 
point occupied by two or more op-

ponents, he may alight on a point 
held by only one. This is called 
"hitting" an opponent. The vul- 
nerable man, or "blot"t as it is 
called, when so hit, no matter 
where he may be, is taken up and 
placed on the bar. A player whose 
man is on the bar, must "re-enter" 
this man before making any other 
move. "Re-entry" is to place a hit 
man on the board, in the inner 
table of the opponent, on a point 
indicated by the pips of the throw.

"Andy" Folden's recollections 
of eastern Nebraska frontier 
life sixty years ago have 
woven in them considerable 
adventure as well. There is 
even, near their close, a touch 
of tragedy. 


Mr. Folden's home is now 


in McCook where he has been 
for the past twenty-five years 
owner of an outdoor sign ad- 
vertising company. Here' last 
week for the annual sessions 
of the state historical society, 
he recalled many anecdotes of 
his boyhood days at Union 
more than half a century ago. 


Folden grew up in the shadow of 
one of Nebraska's first grist nulls. 
It was located on the Weeping Water 
creek at Union and was estabushed 
by his grandfather, James Folden, 
his father, William Folden, and 
three uncles In 1859. Today there are 
no traces left of this early mill. 
The miller played an important 
part m the economic life of that 
period. Prepared flour, such as it 
sold everywhere today, was unknown 
to the Nebraskan of 1860. He de- 
pended entirelv upon the local mill- 
er for the supply of meal which. 
furnished one of the principal ele- 
ments In his limited supply of food- 
stuffs. 
Serred loilp Area. 
Folden's mill, or union mill as it 
was mere generally known, served 
not only the local territory, but 
Cass. Otoe, Nemaha, Johnson and 
Lancaster counties as well. Occas- 
ionally, even Saunders and IJouglas 
county residents brought theit grain 
to the mill Mr. Folden recalls sev- 
er»l instances when the patrons 
came such «. distance that they were 
equipped with camp outfits and 
waited several days rather than re- 
turn to secur« their grist at some 
late occasion. 
A picture of the mill as it looked 
In those days was formally present- 
ed to the historical society by Mr. 
Folden last week. The painting, a. 
work of his own hand, has been on 
exhibition with the society's collec- 
tions foe the past three years. 


When th« mill was first estab- 
lished. It was regarded as the better 
put of a day's work for the ox and 
horse teams to make the twelve mile 
trip to Nebraska City. Eecently Mr. 
Folden made the round tnp in an 
hour, and spent a few minutes in 
Nebraska. City visiting; friends. 
On that occasion, he engaged in 
conversation with another "old- 
timer" whose name he does not re- 
member. "We stood." Folden said. 
"in front o£ his place of business. I 
noticed him apparently gazins: up at 
the front of the building. I said. "1 
wonder if you are thinking of the 
same thine I have in mind. If yon 
arc thlnktae of the lynching ci the 
fellow who killed a. bov in order to 
get thirteen head of cattle the boy 
was herding, then we are thinking 
o* the same thing."

"All these various processes were 


so exoertlv designed," Mr. Folden 
explained, "that when they were as- 
sembled into the finished product, 
there was no variation from the 
penciled design or, what we would 
call today, blueprints. In like man- 
ner, there were men at work there 
who were just as expert in handling 
metal parts Millwrights of that day 
had no: the convenient access to 
forge and machine shop, but had to 
do themselves work that is now sent 
to the machinist. 
"I remember seeing on many oc- 
casions iron shafting turned to a 
different size by hand implements: 
I have also seen the eye of a pulley 
given an increase in the size of the 
bore. These and other processes, ac- 
complishd bv the workmen there, 
require mathematical accuracy." 
High Water Menaces attlL 


In February, 1863, while improve- 


ments on the" mill were in progress, 
it was given a test which threat- 
ened for a time to destroy it. There 
came a sudden spring thaw .which 
broke up the ice in the stream. This 
was accompanied by a two or three 
day's rain which brought the stream 
up to a point beyond any previous 
highwater> mark. 
By 9 o'clock of the following day 


the flood waters were flowing to a 
depth of eight inches through the 
second story windows of the mill. 
Mr Folden's home was situated at 
a distance of possibly 120 paces 
downstream from the mill and 
about fiftv paces from the stream, 
itself, and"was on a slight elevation. 


"The' ice, which was quite heavy," 


he 'pointed out, 'lodged against 
trees opposite the home, forming a 
gorge so that the great cakes of ice 
.from the stream were pushed up 
against the house. 
Many people 


from the surrounding country came 
to the banks of the stream on 
either side, fully expecting to see 
the mill earned away, but shortly 
after noon the waters began to 
subside and by the next morning 
they were in their banks. 


Sheep Come In Window. 


"A curious incident of the freshet 


came to light when access was had 
to the mill once more. Three sheep 
were found perched on top o* an 
open bin of wheat, evidently having 
been earned through an open win- 
dor or door fay the flood- Bj 
climbing up on the wheat they hac 
escaped drowning." 


The Folders operated the mill 


until 1869 and then leased the busi- 
ness to a firm named Sierth and 
Throw. This firm continued opera- 
tion until thBHtnill was destroyed by 
fire in the fall of 1876. It was 
never rebuilt 


In the seventeen years it existed, 


the mill became a neighborhood 
center. It had its "use. too. as a 
meeting place for political caucuses. 
On occasion the Methodists held a 
quarterly meeting there, at which 
times the presence of the presiding 
elder made the gathering one of 
comparative importance. 


The lower floor of the mill was 


cleaned out and provided wsth im- 
provised seats constructed by the 
ase of bridee planks laid 
across 


blocks of timber or other objects 
that raised them to the 
proper 


hcicbt. The elevated platform on 
which the irjrstane<; of the mill were 
installed was used as a speaker's 
stand. 


Close Quarter*.

Five, neigh- 
bors who know the woman suffi- 
ciently intimately to speak with 
authority on her home life must 
offer her name, and so far dozens' 
of competent women have not been 
considered because friends have not 
taken up their cause. 
Community Responsibility. 


These five women, and the five 


who uent before, and the quintets 
who will come after, are "all round 
women," who have achieved an ex- 
cellent sense of proportion in their 
lives. They recognize the import- 
ance 
of 
good 
homemakinR, 
its 


mechanical functioning secondary 
to the understanding- of the mem- 
bers, and they also combine with it 
a feeline of community responsi- 
bility. These women are keenly in- 
terested in the futures of their chil- 
dren, or were particularly when they 
weie small, and are planning or 
have planned definitely for them. 


When the -committee visited their 


homes, they were interested in the 
ideals of the. home, in the spiritual 
quality they offered, above all else 
While not ignored, the physical 
plant was given less consideration. 
After all, the 1929 census showed 
that only 8 8 per cent of the farm 
homes had electricity and only 10 
per cent had water piped into the 
house 
These women have risen 


above any limitations offered by 
la'ck of cupboards or floor space. 
They have maintained a high home 
atmosphere and a wholesome family 
relationship to be of greater im- 
portance than the background of 
pots and pans 


Thev are hospitable and friendly; 
their homes are welcoming, livable.

sheep on the farms and ranches, 
and the year before 4,455 carloads 
of sheep \vent to market on Ne- 
braska railroads, excluding ship- 
ments* by truck.

the cotton mills, which formerly 
were In the east, have been shifted 
to the south to be near the source 
of cotton supply.

ous about trivial mistakes

keeps her husband contented as well 
as her children. She does not for- 
get her civic responsibility." 


Mrs. Anderson, finds this her 
greatest personal ambition: "To 
have - a harmonious, happy, con- 
tented family, to be respected b>my 
friends, and to be able to keep pace 
with my children as they advance 
My home is first, although I am in- 
terested in everything." 


All of Mrs. Norris's children are 


grown. Miss Elva Norris is state

might feel that her home was all 
the world in which she should be 
interested now. Instead, she says: 
"I have had so much joy and hap- 
piness In raising my family and 
educating the children that I want 
to keep right on helping do what I 
can for the young folks in our rural 
school." 
Meet Problams Gracefully. 


And like the others who have lived 


these very full lives, Mrs. Miller sees 
many sides to her ambition. 
"I 


want to be a good "wife and mother, 
a competent home maker, and a 
useful c'tizen. I hope to be able to 
meet life's problems gracefully " 


These five women have all led 


active lives. 
They have risen m 
the early dawn to wash, iron, sew, 
care for chickens and kitchen, gar- 
dens, prepare meals, peed vegetables, 
bake, make beds, clean, care for sick 
children, churn, help a neighbor 
But they have found time to read, 
to attend farm organization and 
school affairs, the P T A, church 
and Sunday school, to teach a class, 
to beautify their own homes and 
yards. Each has done so much. 


Mrs. Anderson was a member of 


a community club, which, several 


women in her neighborhood could 
not attend, the distance keeping 
them at home, either because of 
young children or lack of transpor- 
tation. She and a neighbor started 
a new unit of the club, which now 
has 
an 
attendance 
of between 


twenty and thirty, many of them 
women who had never attended a 
club previously, and has written 
that the club has 100 per cent at- 
tendance. 
Like that little tale, these were

Gave Up Artist's Career. 
In another connection, Mrs. Nor- 
ris states that she became a farm- 
er's wife at 17 instead of becoming 
an artist, as she might have done. 
One of the committee suggested 
that Mrs. Norris expressed her love 
of the beautiful through her two 
lovely flower gardens, which are 
really gorgeous in season, and in 
her beautiful quilts, of which she 
has made many in numbers of de- 
signs. 
When the committee entered Mrs. 


Miller's home, it was impressed with 
the homelike atmosphere and the 
welcome it offered the stranger. At 
the same time. Mrs. Miller has not 
out all her enthusiasm of living into 
her home, for she has an intense 
and alert interest in outside afafirs 
She is particularly interested and 
active in the mothers' camps.

journalism passed without comment by the press of 
the country. It was on January 1, 1831, the first 
number of the Liberator came from a Boston press.

^Certainly the readers of The Liberator received 
scant comfort from it. It was not Garrison's purpose 
to publish a paper which reassured or inspired sooth- 
ing thought. He was out hell-bent to stir up, to in- 
flame, to appeal to'every prejudice and every pas- 
sion which could be aroused on the issue of slavery. 
He did fulfill his mission and in so doing conferred 
incalculable benefits upon humanity. Without him, 
and without his newspaper, unquestionably the aboli- 
tion of slavery would have been postponed or delayed 
•many years. He was the 
flaming 
crusader, who 


' aroused men and women from their lethargy of con- 
science and made them think, unwillingly to be sure 
upon a great issue which finally resulted in a civil 
war. 
* * • 


It is ft puzzling reflection to recall there has only 


been one William Lloyd Garrison and one Liberator in 
America. Perhaps the issue has been lacking but m 
the seventy years which have elapsed since the out- 
break of the Civil war there have been many problems 
which have sorely distressed the United States. 


In that time first the grange movement, then the 


populist uprising and finally the standpat-progressive 
split of 1912 gave birth to three new DOlitical parties.

- Jhrown on innumerable occasions, prohibition became 


a settled national policy and equal suffrage was 
adopted. In the last three years there has been a 


never been kept and It never will be. The .next best 
thing, therefore, is to put such drivers in jail and 
keep them there as long as posaible.

Motor ac- 
cidents are costing the. people of the United States 
not only thousands of lives and widespread suffer- 
ing'every year, but the expense in dollars and cent* 
mounts high into the millions of dollars.

OLD FORT KEARNY. 


(i Among the requests which will be placed before 
the Nebraska legislature Is one for funds to mark 
the site of Old Fort Kearny, which, through action 
taken two years ago passed into possession of the 
state. 


Eighty-four years-have passed since Colonel F. D. 


Woodbury, acting under order's of President Jarnes 
K. Polk, assembled five companies Of Missouri volun- 
teers on the site which became one of the most his- 
torical military posts established on the Oregon trail. • 
It is four miles south and four miles east of the pres- 
ent city of Kearney, and nine miles north and three 
miles east of Minden. A splendid graveled highway, 
connecting with the D. L. D. at Minden and with 
the Lincoln highway at Kearney, leads to the old 
Fort. Thus it is within easy distance of the routes . 
followed by thousands of automobile tourists crossing 
Nebraska each summer. 


For years Fort Kearny revived the drooping hopes 


and dispelled the loneliness and fears of thousands 
of Immigrants crossing the great plains. It is esti- 
mated two million people passed through it during 
the years of the great covered wagon t^ek, and at the 
height of the flood tide of immigration as many as 
five hundred in a day stopped there to rest and 
then to resume their journey westward. 


Perhaps the people of Nebraska will Want to pro- 


ceed modestly in preserving the site of the famous^ 
Old Fort. But by all means this most outstanding* 
shrine commemorative of, a stirring epic in history 
should be saved for future generations. Few places 
in the central west are surrounded with richer his- 
toric associations.

nation is sound and wholesome, and high-minded. 
She reverences justice and decency far more than ap- 
pears upon the surface. The last fifty years have 
riven us an entirely new code of social responsibility 
m the treatment of the sick, the deformed, the weak, 
and the impoverished and oppressed. We recognize 
obligations and rights now -which were either Ig- 
nored, or which had not registered themselves upon 
the consciousness of the America of William Lloyd 
Garrison's day. It is no longer necessary to shock 
the masses into a sense of shame. Given the facts 
accurately, honestly and fairly, the American people 
generally can be relied upon to do the right thing. 
A hundred years ago The Liberator fulfilled a great 
mission: today it -would do any just cause more harm 
than good. That is one measure of America's prog- 
ress.

It is these forces contending in 
markets that make the price where 
monopoly or manipulation is not 
effective:

It is gratifying that some of the first bills offered 


PATROL1NG THE HIGHWAYS. 


Highway robberies have increased to such an ex- 


tent and the public has become so alarmed at the 
danger of traveling on the roads at night that the 
county officials should act immediately to remedy 
these two conditions. 


The force of the county sheriff should be increased 


at once to cope with the situation. This action also 
will help to relieve the unemployment so that it will 
have another beneficial result 
, Robberies of motorists on the highways are becom- 
ing more and more frequent in all parts of the state. 
The criminal element appears to have become bold- 
er because of th* economic situation and the success 
of each holdup encourages the lawlesa to rwort to 
the same method when they get hard up financially. 
A stolen car and some firearms, which unfortunately 
can be purchased without any difficulty, are all the 
equipment needed to start a career as a highway 
bandit. One successful holdup leads to another at- 
tempt and so conditions go from bad to worse. 


Since a few highway robberies here during the holi- 


days state, county and city officers have been co- 
operating in patroling the roads at night This po- 
licing activity has been kept quiet by the officials In 
the hope that they might surprise some stickups at 
work and furnish an object lesson which would dis- 
courage further banditry. 


These officers are to be highly commended for their 


zeal. Under the leadership of County Sheriff Claude 
Hensel they have been undertaking this extra activi- 
ty outside of their regular working hours. They have 
received no additional pay for this patrol work and 
have even furnished their own cars. 


It is time however, to adopt another method of 


combatting this condition. The force of deputy 
county sheriffs should be Increased and publicity 
should be given to the fact that the highways of 
Lancaster county are being patroled every night by

MUSICAL TASTES 


Popularity of Classical 


Music Increases in 


Winter Months. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10—Barometers 


may loon become standard equip- 
ment for radio program builders, 
if the National Broadcasting com- 
pany heeds the results of a recent 
survey made by its research divi- 
sion. Statistics, kept for a period 
of months, indicate that the musi- 
cal tastes of the radio audience 
fluctuate definitely with seasonal 
changes. 
, 
, , 
Listener demand for 
classical 


music, the figures show, increases 
gradually as the 
barometer -de- 
scends 
to 
winter 
levels. 
The 
summer months, with their lassi- 
tude and appetite for light enter- 
tainment, 
bring a corresponding 


demand for popular tunes. 
During December 1930 the com- 


bined WEAF-WJZ networks gave 
classical music an average percent- 
age of 39.7 per cent and popular 
music 60.3 per cent. This propor- 
tion, culminating in the pretentious 
classical and religious programs of 
the holiday season, brought classi- 
cal music to its peak for the year. 


Traditional With Cold Weather 
Popular tunes were most domi- 
nant during 
September's 
dog 


days, the figure* ahow, when the 
balance was 88.5 per 
cent for 
lighter selections as against only 
305 per cent for heavier music. 
The gradual rise in classical pro- 
grams during winter months may 
be explained, it is **id, partly by 
the fact that symphonies, operas 
and recitals are traditionally as- 
sociated with colder weather. 
In releasing their figures, NBC 
statisticians pointed out that ex- 
cerpts from light opev> and many 
semi-classical or concert selections 
bordering on the 
salon 
type of 
music are included in the percent- 
ages under the popular heading. 
Popular music, they say, means 
considerably 
more 
than 
dance 
tunes or current ballads. 
Only 
symphonies, grand opera and long 
established concert songs are rec- 
ognized as classical.

Modern jazz will be surpassed in 


popularity by classical muelo within 
a fsw years, or the expctations of 
musical experts in radio broadcast- 
ing will be sadly disappointed. 
Straws in the wind, ears-to the 


ground and other methods of read- 
ing the future have given radio 
wise men reason to believe that the 
preSent preponderance ol dance 
ballads is due to suffer a reversal. 
On this theory, says Dr. Julius 


Mattfeld, chief of 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting system's musical li- 
brary, radio stations are acquiring 
four symphonic, operatic or other 
classical scores for every one dance 
score. These figures, the 
doctor 
hastens to explain, are somewhat 
tempered by the fact that the term 
"symphonic arrangements" includes 
various individual arrangements of 
popular music. 
At the moment, however, dance 


tunes are by far the most popular 
kind of music. The library, says 
Dr. Mattfeld, is asked for six copies 
of jazz ballads to every one request 
for more austere melodies. 
An average oflorty copies of new 
dance composition*—unsolicited — 
are received and placed in the files 
of the library each week at WABC, 
Columbia's New York key station. 
Seldom are more than two of these 
ever used.

Interference From Amatcw 
Stations. 


When it first becomes definitely 
known that an amateur station is 
causing interference, the first thing 
to do is to acquaint the owner of 
the transmitter with the fact that 
he is ihterfering with reception. It 
is quite possible that thea mai*ur 
is wholly unaware of it.

a transmitter can be operated as to 
cause no interference whatever. II 
it turns out that it is impossible for 
him to make these adjustments, in- 
sist upon silence between the hours 
of 8 and 10:30 p. m. and during 
Sunday church services.

"Are we becoming a nation of imi- 
tators in our thoughts, actions and 
behavior? The breathing spirit of 
life into organized 
machinery 
ot 


our educational system is the great 
problem ahead of us. It must dis- 
cover and draw out the powers ol 
the young." 
Believes In Opportunity. 


The best way to effect this dis- 
covery and development is through 
opportunity, Dr. Henzlik 
believes. 


Aptitude? or capacities are increased 
by exercise just the same as learn- 
ing in other lines, he states, and if 
a young person is given a chance in 
school to develop not only memory 
and beliefs but creative thinking, 
real living will naturally follow. 
Commenting further on this mat- 
ter, together wtih clarifying what 
he means by "creative thinking," the 
Nebraska educator says: 
"As individuals many of us may 
add little to the sum total of the 
world's, knowledge but we can do 
much toward self-realization if we 
are given an opportunity and re- 
sponsibility for self-expression and 
self organization. Many creations 
are re-creations but they are all 
useful ana worthwhile to the indi- 
vidual.Need Proper Conditions. 


"We must have proper conditions 
which are favorable to self-expres- 
sion, ancl self-realization and crea- 
tive thinking. I would urge in the 
home as well as in the school the 
provision of conditions that permit 
the time and place for self-expres- 
sion. There must be a setting which 
will provide not only the time and 
pldce but encourage and stimulate 
a respect for our own solutions and 
our own efforts and our own pat- 
terns. 
"Ages have shown that leisure and 
work are the two fundamental ele- 
ments which go to make a progres- 
sive civilization. Those nations that 
have provided the greatest oppor- 
tunity and time for leisure as well 
as work have produced the leaders 
of civilization. .At certain times one 
has been overemphasized to the ne- 
glect of the other but they have 
both been found to be essential. 


"Not idleness but leisure is what 


we must provide. Leisure and soli- 
tude are necessary to give the op- 
portunity to do the best work. Very 
few worthwhile ideas have come to 
anj'body in a crowded classroom or 
in a crowded street or in the office. 
Crowds and social elements have 
their uses but not in creative think- 
ing or in 
selfrealization. Group 
judgments are not judgments at all. 
Solitude for Creation. 
"Great creative principles 
and 
ideas have teen born in solitude. 
The thoughts and ideas that have 
built America and brought progress 
in the world have been born in gar- 
rets, in the woods, on. the streams 
away from the people. 
"In his laboratory, when others 
are asleep. Edison gets his big ideas. 
In his little garret in Germany, 
Einstein has won a reputation as 
the most profound thinker of all 
time. On the brooks and by the side 
of the 
lakes, 
Grover Cleveland 
caught his statesmanlike ideas. Not 
idleness but leisure and solitude of- 
fer a great source of power and op- 
portunity for growth. 
"Pupils and students trained to 
respect their own solutions of the 
problems, trained to exercise their 
own judgment, trained in the skill- 
ful use of their own mental instru- 
ments and mechanisms will 
do 
much to bring not only creative pro- 
ducts but more abundant and rich- 
er living and at the same time fur- 
nish the leaders in every line that 
will revolutionize the world 
and 


life." 
Says Machinery is 
• Not Responsible For

course in the event that his prod- 
ucts are no longer sought. Profes- 
sor Sjogren points out. He contracts 
his business or makes other re- 
trenchments or he is taken over by 
his creditors. "But why." he asks, 
"should we blame that on the ma- 
chine?" 
"The machine didn't create the 
demand *nd only in so far as the 
machine stimulates demand by re- 
ducing cost does it enter the picture 
at all Nor is it accountable for the 
decline In demand. It is just a tool 
for man to use as best he can when 
confronted with the problem of sat- 
isfying human wants and desires." 


Improvement Essential. . 
It is only natural, of coarse, that 
Professor Sjogren should defend the 
machine. He has built nis life work 
in the belief that more 
efficient 
machinery is necessary to man's 
protjress. 
His classes seek to develop those 
habits of thought in students which 
•soil lead them to independent ef- 
fort in industry for tbe development 
of improved machines. The old ex- 
pression. "We can't stand st5U" is 
the very eroundwork of Professor 
Sjozren's theory of industry. 
He 
feels it holds for the machine as 
for anything cls«. 
Improvement in industry, in Pro. 


i lessor Pjogrcn's opinion, depends on 
far more, however, than mere im- 
piwczncnt of the machine. Unless 
other Jactors of waste arc elimin- 
ated, machine, machine improve- 
ments may oc nullified so Jar ss 
Ubc3r contribution to greater social 
•srcalth is concerned. 
Belter tabor ConJiUons. 
fessor SJOCTCTJ is a humani- 
tarian in his industrial philosophy
